Dear Mr. Secretary: 

We would like to draw your attention to a situation that 
concerns us deeply, that of our scientific colleagues detained 
and xmprisoned in the People's Republic of China. Ac you may 
know, the National Academy of Sciences sponsors a cooperative 
exchange program with the Chinese Academy of Sciences and other 
scientific institutions in China. At the same time, through our 
Coiomittea on Hiaman Rights, it vigorously defends the human rights 
of scientific colleagues in china. To this end we have compiled 
a list of 30 scientists and others in science-related positions 
who have been detained or imprisoned in China on political 
grounds . 

It is our hope that on your proposed visit to the People's 
Republic of China, you will bring the enclosed list to the 
attention of the Chinese authorities. We have shared the list 
with Ambassador Schifter and with former Undersecretary Robert M. 
Kimmitt and they have indicated that these names would be raised 
by tJ.S. officials in discussions with the Chinese authorities 
concerning human rights. To date, Chinese officials have not 
responded to our numerous private inquiries and appeals in behalf 
of these prisoners. 

We would in particular draw your attention to the cases of 
CHEN ZIMING, WANG JUNTAO and LIU GANG. Both Chen and Wang, who 
are well-known economists, were sentenced to lengthy 13 year 
prison terms for their purported role in the 1989 democracy 
movement and only recently, following an international outcry, 
were removed from five months of solitary confinement. Physicist 
Liu Gang was sentenced to 6 years imprisonment for his support of 
the democracy movement and was held for nine months in solitary 
confinement, 

We would very much appreciate if, in your discussions on 
human rights, you would urge the release from imprisonment and 
detention of prisoners oC conscience and in particular call 
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Yours,
